An ap­ 
peal, however, does not stay Judg­ 
ment, even to the infliction of cap­ 
ital punishment, and can not bo 
used for delay. 
The People's Courts have 
each 
three Judges: one, the permanent 
Judge, chosen by the soviet com ­ 
mittee of the district, who serves 
until he is removed, and the other 
two "Assessors,” who are 
laymen 
and changed every week. All three, 
however, are Judges and not jurors, 
and deliberate together on matters 
of law as well as of fact. There is 
no jury. The presiding Judge need 
not be a lawyer, and frequently is 
not. The Assessors never are. 
The 
Judge must, however, be In politi­ 
cal sympathy with the government, 
and is frequently, if not usually, an 
active member of the 
communist 
party.

'THE courts are frankly political. 
This fact is not merely uncon­ 
cealed, but is proclaimed as a vir­ 
tue; defended as, in principle, 
the 
correct theory. "The courts of every 
country,” say the Marxians, "are 
the organs and tools of the ruling 
class, to impose its will on the oth­ 
ers. We accept this condition, and 
are proud of it. The purpose of our 
courts is to aid the labor side, in 
the class struggle.” And the prin­ 
ciple behind all the laws and ail the 
procedure is to render whatever de­ 
cision will advance the labor cause.

this end; not the end Itself.

Beta Kappa Keys 


N EW YORK, Sept. 3.—Sing Sing 
or Leavenw orth some day may turn 
out alum ni w ith Phi B eta K appa 
keys instead of 
social 
stigm as— 
stripes may carry the academ ic d is­ 
tinction of cap and gown when we 
learn to handle our crim inals. 
T his utopian day Isn't near. But 
Prof. 
Algernon Tasxin, 
professor 
of English s t Columbia university 
and secretary of the A rtists’ coun 
cli, which ..ssfsts prisoners to d e ­ 
velop In the a rts such as painting, 
w riting and music, believes when 
we realize the creative 
talent we 
have In our prisons, we will devel­ 
op rath er than stifle it. 
"And instead of sending the p ris­ 
oner back to society branded and 
unfit so he is forced to return to 
crime because no one will employ 
him, the prison will find a creative 
Interest for him, 
develop it, 
and 
make him useful," he says. 
Condition of Convicts 
At present, he finds, m ost prison­ 
ers ar© either overworked and un­ 
dernourished. or given nothing to 
do hut stev/ in their own bitterness. 
In either case they become c r ip ­ 
pled in mind and spirit and degen 
erat© into hum an junk. 
"In the two years during which 
I have been receiving and criticis­ 
ing literary them es from convicts. 
I have discovered rem arkable lite r­ 
ary talent," he says. "O thers giving 
aid to a rtists tell me they are d is­ 
covering geniuses w ith the brush 
and pencil. 
"It takes Initiative. 
Im agination 
ar.d a degree of courage 
to break 
laws. 
These qualities 
also m ake 
fine 
college 
students, 
successful 
business men and 
thinkers. 
They 
are qualities of sufficient rarity .->0 
that the sujjp y should be conserv 
ed.” 
He believes the only w ay to re 
form the crim inal is to give him 
work w ith em otional effort. 
Art. 
he believes, offers excellent oppor 
tunnies for future development as 
well as int* rest during Incarcera 
lion. 
If a man can paint or write. 
no one is going to look up his past, 
w hereas m any an ex-eonvlct 
has 
been pushed back after he got a 
foothold In the commercial 
w'orld 
because of his crim inal record. 
Prisoners And College* 
Professor Tassln 
believes 
th at 
the w ork being (Jon* In some of the 
prisons com pares 
favorably 
with 
that in colleges. 
He believes if col­ 
leges w ere more like prisons in c e r­ 
tain respects—if there w'ere punish 
ment for offenses and fewer d is­ 
tractions and social 
distinctions— 
colleges would benefit. 
W hereas if the education! advan­ 
tages of a college m ight be offered 
to convicts In prisons, we might un 
cover some real students. 
"P otentially,’’ he says, “our b ig ­ 
gest aaaet is our crim inal class lf we 
do som ething constructive for them 
as well as punish them. 
"It Is an old fashioned Idea th at 
students 
are 
sent 
to 
college to 
study. 
They are sent to meet the 
right i>eople. 
Students no longer 
try 
for 
scholastic 
honors—they 
merely try for a passing grade— the 
lowest the" can get and still pass. 
"The average 
at 
Columbia 
Is 
either a C or a C m inus—Just p ass­ 
ing." 
The a rtists’ council of which P ro ­ 
fessor T ustin is secretary is now a s ­ 
sisting 88 prisoners in 22 prisons in 
17 different states. 
Their work is 
handicapped by the fact that p ris­ 
ons restrict outside communication 
and co-operation and regular tim es 
for study are not 
permitted.

SAN DIEGO*—W ith the arrival 
of the first trainload shipment of 
lock-bar steel pipe for Ban Diego’s 
new El Capitan pipe line, consist­ 
ing of IO carloads, and with 20,000 
feet of trench ready to receive the 
pipe, pipe laying operations will 
begin about September 7, according 
to City Manager Fred A. Rhodes. 
Fabrication of the pipe Is now 
proceeding a t the rate of about 
1500 feet per day, and field equip­ 
ment and crews will be prepared 
to lay the pipe a t the rate of about 
1000 feet a day. 
The project calla 
for 10,000 feet, or more than IT 
miles, of 36-lnch diam eter lock-bar 
steel pipe, made of special boiler 
«teel plate from 5-l$-lnch to 1-2- 
in th thick. To insure against pos­ 
sible leaks, every section of pipe 
Is tested to a t least one and a 
half times the maximum working 
pressure. 
All the pipe is double 
dipped in hot asphaltum compound 
and then wrapped In special soil- 
proofed covering, making It im ­ 
pervious to alkali or other unfavor­ 
able soil conditions.

•OOO tone of steel plates will be re ­ 
quired to nu the order, and City 
Manager Rhodes stated that the 
W estern Pipe and Steel company 
already has m aterial in its shope 
or in transit sufficient to make 
nearly 50,000 feet of pipe.

Their life in this state lasts only 
a few' weeks at the 
most, and if 
some enemy h a not devoured them 
they die a natural death, leaving 
the eggs which are to produce the 
next generation.

Some of the broods of the periodi­ 
cal cicada have been under obser­ 
vation since 1883, and the ranges 
of all the broods, some thirty In 
number, have been mapped in such 
detail that the periodical appear­ 
ance of the Insects In a given lo­ 
cality can be accurately predicted.

CENTRAL AMERICA'S AFFAIR 


Uncle Sara is mildly concerned in a case brought 
before the League of Nations by Nicaragua. 
That 
country has filed at Geneva a protest against the al­ 
leged action of M exico, in sending an auxiliary war­ 
ship to help Nicaraguan revolutionists overthrow the 
government. 
The warship, it is charged, became in­ 
volved in a free-booting expedition along with its rev­ 
olutionary meddling. 
The League Covenant as modified at the demand 
of the United States when it was adopted, expressly 
provides that the League shall not interfere with “ re­ 
gional 
understanding* ’ like the Monroe 
Doctrine, 
which as interpreted nowadays not only forbids Euro­ 
pean powers to "extend their system” to this hemis­ 
phere but forbids any Old War intervention in New 
World affairs. 
The Nicaraguan protest does not ask for definite 
action by the League, apparently seeking rather the 
moral influence of attendant publicity. 
The protest, 
however, has been officially received and forwarded 
to ail the League members, and also to the Mexican 
government. 
Americans will be interested in seeing 
what comes of it.

Make money and save 
it. but don t forget to make health and save it. 
When 
you reach old age you’ll find your money won’t do 
you much good unless you have a reserve supply of 
vitality tucked away. 


In other words, don’t work yourself to death try­ 
ing to keep alive.

O ranges contain considerable am ounts of vitam ins 
A, B and C. 
They are alkaline in their reaction 
in the body, and, therefore, have a certain tendency 
to overcome unusual acidity. 
From the nutritive standpoint the or nge Is a 
I most desirable fruit. 
Children studied in the U ni­ 
versity of Chicago wer* given 
from 
tw enty 
to 
tw enty-three ounces of orange Juice daily. 
T heir gaina in weight when thie substance was 
added to the diet were greater than could be ac- 
I counted for by the calories of food taken as orange 
(juice in addition to the usual diet. 
It was found th a t the am ount of calcium retained 
in the body w as greater when oranges form ed a p art 
i of the food than when they were absent. 
Besides, 
■more than three tim es as much phosphorus w as re- 
i mined in the body when orange Juice w as added to 
the diet than when it w as absent. 
It will be re ­ 
membered th at calcium or lime, and phosphorus, are 
I bone building substances. 
I 
The lemon has had to overcome the disadvantage 
J of a sour and som etim es acrid flavor which does 
not appeal to as m any persons as does th a t of the 
orange. 
It has had to contend also w ith the ridicule 
associated w ith its nam e ever since it occurred to 
some inspired comedian to connect It w ith a gesture 
of disdain. 
N evertheless, the lemon has a great deal In Its 
favor. 
Both the Juice and the peel of the lemon 
contain vitam ins. 
Both vitam ins A and 
B have 
been 
found 
by 
several 
experts 
In 
considerable 
am ounts In the rind of the fresh lemon. 
It thus presents m ore than adequate reason for 
j its virtues as a constituent of one of the m ost pop­ 
ular and healthful of sum m er drinks and as a g ar- 
I ni.«h and a flavor on the table. 
j 
The astu te m anufacturers of cosm etics have also 
| not overlooked a natural interest in this fruit. 
All 
■ sorts of preparations are offered for the beautifica­ 
tion of the skin and the hair, with the claim th at 
I they have special qualifications because of their con- 
• tent of lemon Juice. 
U nfortunately, there la not the slightest good evi­ 
dence that lemon Juice is of any value in the 
beautification of the hum an form, except taken in ­ 
ternally to prom ote th e general nutrition of the 
system . 


Let this fact soak in and don’t let its significance get away from 
you— new blood. THE TOURIST, who eventually becomes the 
new resident, is the factor that makes one community grow more 
than another. 


Columbus is the fellow to whom America owes its population 
and development; had he not come adventuring into the new world 
the Indians would still be grinding maize between stones on the 
site of our city hall. 
He and the tourists who followed him decided 
America was a pretty place to live in and eventually everybody who 
came over settled on our soil, and all became fixtures. 
Had Southern California not attracted the tourists, the San 
Fernando Mission graveyard would still be receiving Indian burials. 
The original population of any place grows very slowly and it’s 
the newcomer who adds additional impetus both in numerical units 
and in enlarged bank deposits. 
The community which does not recognize this fact plods along 
in stagnation— perhaps enlarging a little, but never getting the new 
blood which inspires healthy growth. 
It took Florida 432 years to outgrow the glamour of the com ­ 
ing of the Columbus, Ponce de Leon and other Spanish “ fair gods." 
The land of flowers was content to let the blossoms bloom each year 
unseen by alien eyes— watching for the fiesta which never material­ 
ized because the land was not visited by tourists in sufficient num­ 
bers. 


Los Angeles has grown great and will grow still greater be­ 
cause it welcomed and encouraged the tourists. 
It believed that 
once the tourists came and saw, they’d be conquered— and they 
were and are and will be so long as we keep the newcomers coming. 
It is useless to let ourselves believe that we have sufficient im­ 
petus to keep on going .uhout adding fuel to our fires. 
O f course, 
we have enough stability to stand on our own feet and plod along 
like the New England cities, content to remain in status quo and live 
content in our own smug satisfaction. 
But we are used to bigger 
things; we have barely scratched the surface, we are not yet 
grown up; we are just in our puberty, talking with the voices of 
men yet actually no older than children. 
So vast are our territory, resources and opportunities that our 
population is spread like a thin veneer over the landscape; we want 
to coat our country with a thick layer of people who can enjoy to 
the full the climate and productivity— and the big increase must 
come from the tourists, as it has in the past. 
Southern California allowed the tide of travelers to ebb in an­ 
other direction for the last two years but now the waves of people 
have started back in our direction and the flow for the next two 
years is going to keep us all busy to take care of it. 
But now is the 
time to build up our attractions to keep this tide always coming, 
for we must work far in advance and prepare the way.

The P resident is using his good of­ 
fices in the form ation of a $100,- 
000,000 fund to w’hich conservative 
banks, insurance 
companies 
and 
m ortgage houses will be asked to 
subscribe. The money will be loan­ 
ed to farm ers’ co-operative socie­ 
ties a t a m oderate rate of Interest 
to enable them to sell the farm ers’ 
crops as advantageously as 
pos­ 
sible. 
The P resident favored the e stab ­ 
lishm ent of such a fund by ap p ro ­ 
priation from the treasury, but his 
proposal w as 
defeated 
in 
Con­ 
gress. T he w estern m em bers who 
had favored the 
M cX ary-H augen 
bill insisted on their bill or n o th ­ 
ing and they got nothing. Mr. Cool­ 
idge is unw illing to let the m atter 
rest there; he Is 
satisfied 
th a t 
financing the co-operatives will go 
fa rth e r tow’ard solving the farm ­ 
ers’ problem s than any other plan 
yet brought forw ard, and lf Con­ 
gress w ill not provide public money 
for the purpose then he hopes to 
induce private capital to take over 
the task. 
D em agogues will w arn the farm ­ 
ers ag ain st the plan. We do not be­ 
lieve the farm ers will allow them ­ 
selves to be hoodwinked 
by 
th at 
kind of talk. If their own associa­ 
tions, officered by their own men. 
can borrow money cheaply 
when 
they m ost need it, we believe the 
farm ers will be only too glad 
to 
avail them selves of the opportun­ 
ity. At least a half of the 
w heat 
crop in the U nited States is throw n 
on the m arket in 
three 
m onths. 
The price of wheat alway* 
drops 
sharply during those months. The 
president is convinced th at an o rd ­ 
e rly m arketing of crops 
will 
add 
greatly to the farm ers’ Incomes and 
he holds 
th a t 
the 
co-operatives 
which have been created for the 
purpose of orderly m arketing are 
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lim ited In th eir usefulness by lack 
of credits. 
The farm ers have nothing to lose 
and perhaps m uch to gain if the 
plan goes through. 
As individuals 
they need not Join the 
co-opera- 
tlves, though they w ill probably see 
it is to their advantage to do so. If 
they Join they will share w ith other 
farm ers in form ing the policy 
of 
th eir associations. 
They need not 
borrow’ from the revolving fund un­ 
less they w ish to, and if they do 
borrow the ra te of interest will be 
m oderate. 
T he 
associations 
will 
borrow a t low er ra te s 
th an 
any 
farm er now pays his own banker. 
Some of the farm leaders have in ­ 
dicated th a t any 
proposal 
which 
comes from the adm inistration a t 
th is tim e need not be seriously con- 
sidered because it is purely political 
in origin. The President, it is a s ­ 
sum ed, is w orried over defections 
in the W est, particularly 
In 
the 
corn belt, and is leaving no stone 
unturned in his desire to placate 
w estern opinion. W e do not doubt 
th at the P resident la anxious about 
the W est, b u t we can not Jump 
from th a t fact to the conclusion 
th at the adm inistration’s plan lath e 
m erest m akeshift. If it is, then the 
P resident has proposed the 
first 
$100,000,000 m akeshift th at has come 
to our atten tio n in a long tim e. It 
is w orth noting th a t 
unless 
the 
fund is m ade available the proposal 
has no vote-catching value 
w h at­ 
ever. 
T he P resid en t’s plan does not go 
so far In the direction of price fix­ 
ing as some of the w estern 
poli­ 
ticians would like. N evertheless, the 
W est and particularly the corn belt 
whicu has suffered m ost 
severely 
from farm 
depression 
in 
recent 
years, will welcome the P resident’s 
proposal. It will not m ake all farm ­ 
ers rich, b ut It will probably go a 
long way tow ard increasing the in­ 
comes of m ost farm ers.
